Unchristian “Christian Science’ 


DENIES DEITY OF CHRIST, 
MAN'S SIN AND BLOOD 
ATONEMENT 


Christian people ought to have 
great charity toward other Chris- 
tians with whom they differ on 
minor points. A man may really 
be a child of God, a Christian, 
and yet be mistaken on matters 
of Christian faith, which are not 
essential to salvation, like bap- 
tism, the Lord’s Supper, when 
Christ will come, whether a sav- 
ed person can be lost or not, 
whether Christians should ob- 
serve Saturday, Sunday or no day 
as a Sabbath, etc. I think Cnhris- 
tians ought to be right on every- 
thing but none of. us are infalli- 
ble. Orthodox Methodists, Pres- 
pyterians, Pentecostal and many 
other people differ with me on 
some important Bible doctrines 
but yet we agree on the great 
essentials of the Christian faith, 
such as he inspiration of the 
Bible, the deity of Christ, the 
blood atonement, the fact of siu, 
Heaven and Hell. I do not hesi- 


tate to call anyone a Christian 
who has trusted in Jesus Christ 
as his own personal Saviour and 
who believes that Jesus, the very 


Son of. God, paid for his sins 
on the cross. 

Unfortunately, “Christian 
Science” cannot be classed as 


any part of the Christian re- 
ligion. It is not a Christian sect, 
but must be classed with the 
false religions of the world, such 
as Mohammedanism, Confucion- 
ism; Buddaism, etc. This is a 
startling statement and we are 
sad that it is true, but it is true, 
as we can very easily show.

Certain Christian Jews from 
Judea affirmed it and Paul and 
Barnabas denied it..The first de- 
bate was held at Antioch and the 
second was moved to Jerusalem 
so that all the apostles and el- 
ders could take part and help 
bring the matter to a decision. 
It was a religious discussion of 
doctrinal differences and it took 
place in public. Not only that, but 
it really helped settle the matter 
and did great good. 


Again im Acts 17:17 we are 


told about Paul at Athens that 
“Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and 


with the devout persons, and in 
the market daily with them that 
met with him.’’ In Acts 19:8, 
9 Paul held a long continued 
debate in the synagogue for three 
months and when some of the 
hearers there were hardened, the 
debate was moved and Paul con- 
tinued “disputing daily in the 
school of one Tyrannus’’. 


Evidently the right kind of 
public discussion, carried — ori 
sincerely and on a high Christian 
plane, is right and good. 


OHRISTIANS PLEASE PRAY 

Christians everywhere, of what- 
ever name, are urged to pray 
that the discussion may result 
in much good. Many will come 
who had never learned what the 
Bible teaches about the second 
coming of Christ.and His reign 
on earth.

Many outsiders who have never 
made a profession of faith in 
OChrist will probably be drawn 
to such an exciting event as 
this debate promises to be.

Let it, be understood now that 
my part in this debate will not 
be to exalt the “Baptist” doc- 
trine, the “Baptist” name, the 
“Baptist” customs and traditions.

At present my other burdens 
have made it very difficuit “or 
me to keep the radio going. For 
every half hour’s service, the 
cost is $15.00. The cost of tliis 
paper, THE SWORD OF THE 
LORD, is around $50.00 a week, 
and only a part of this is paid 
for by advertising thus far. 
Printing bills on my booklets 
run high. I have heavy expenses 
maintaining an office, caring ‘or 
my workers, buying office furni- 
ture, ete. | am responsible for 
these expenses, the church is not. 
You can see how difficult I find 
it to pay the extra $15.00 a week 
for radio broadcasting. I have 
just sent a check for $30.00 and 


still owe $75.00 on radio broad- 
casting. That does not count any 
of my own expenses, my auto- 
mobile, my time, stamps, steno- 
graphers, free booklets’ given, 
ete. But that $15.00 for each 
half hour period pays simply for 


the broadcast fee to WRR.

A little later In the article 
the following statement: 


“Man is without beginning 
or end—changeless — THE 
SAME YRSTERDAY AND TO- 
DAY AND FOREVER. All that 
constitutes man ‘is, not shall 
be,’ perfect and complete. All 
his qualities, faculties, and 
attributes are spiritual, and 
immortal, now.” 

This false, Anti-Christian re- 
ligion, calling itself ‘‘Christian 
Science’’ deniés all that the Bible 
says about sin. Instead of admit- 
ting that man’is a sinner, as 
the Bible explicitly says, “‘Chris- 
tian Science’’ denies it and places 
all men on an equal with Jesus 
Ohrist.
